RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 27.—The story of Emmett L. Griffin. 


Danville factory worker, falling heir to a million dollar estate in 
Washington was a ruse to locate Griffin and- collect from him a $74 
clothing bill, N. Askin, of the Askin Clothing Company of Richmond, 
find other cities, declared today when he saw the report published in 
:i local newspaper. 


Kadison, named in the 'story as administrator of the "Floras 


estate" to which Griffin was reported to have fallen heir, is the 
credit man of the Askin chain stores, Mr. Askin declared and con- 
cocted the story to collect the bill owed to his company. 


Griffin, Askin asserted, bought the 


clothes in Greensboro. N. C., about a 
year ago anS agreed to pay for them 
on the installment plan . Soon after- 
ward he left that place'and his where- 
abouts were unknown to the company. 
Several weeks ago, Asfcin said, Kadi- 
son wrote the factory worker at Dan- 
vill stating that "administrate™ of 
the Floras estate" were Marching for 
a man named Emmett L. Griffin and 
asked If it was the same man who had 
bought clothing from the Aakln store 
in Greensboro. A few days later an- 
other letter was sent with a view to 
finding out where Griffin worked in 
order that his wages might be attach- 
ed. A third letter seeking more de- 
tails was sent but before It reached 
Danville Griffin Is said to have arriv- 
ed here In quest of the fortune. 
In- 


stead, he was presented with the bill 
and when asked to settle. Aakln de- 
clared, turned his pockets inside out 
and stated he had only enough money 
to get back to Danville.

PARIS. Dec. 27.—The allied 


council 
of ambassadors today 
agreed upon the terms of a letter 
to German}- announcing that the 
Coloime area will "not" be evac- 
uated on January 10th. .This was 
the date stipulated for the evac- 
uation in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles provided Germany had 
fulfilled her obligations under tins 
treaty. The text of 
the letter 
probably will not be 
published 


until it has had ttnie to reach 
flcj-lln. 
The note will be presented by the 


five allied ambassadors in Berlin si- 
multaneously, it is stated, the allies 
thus presented a solid front to Ger- 
many. 


Although- the outlines of the note 
were drawn today the document needs 
some finishing touches so .it was de- 
cided that the ambassadors would not 
sign it until Wednesday next when 
they will hold another session.

a sigh of relief as thermometer read-

zero as the cold wave of the last few- 
days drove eastward with diminished 
energy when the reports of the

newed onslaught were received. 


Seventeen deaths followed in 
the 


wake of the Christmas cold, a nation- 
wide check indicated, four in Illinois, 
three in Ohio. t.h_nee 'in Colorado, two 
in Oregon and one each in California, 
Texas, Utah, Montana and New Jer- 
sey. 


In the near northwest the effects 


of the new cold spell were felt ea.rly 
today. a-strong wind adding to 
the 


intense cold.

SALTVILLE. Va., Dec. 27.—With 


fourteen bodies now. recovered, search 
of. xhe muph ,hme, deposit that over- 
spread a score of acres in the Hols- 
ton river valley near here was con- 
tinued today to account for eight per- 
sons still missing after the disaetrous 
dam break of Christmas Eve. 


More than two hundered men kept 


up the search today while Saltville 
completed p-.ans for the 
burial of 


its dead. Half of the army of search- 
ers are employes of the 
M.ithieson 


Alkali Works, the plant at which the 
dam break occured to release a great 
wall of lime-laden water and mud on 
the .little settlement of workers be- 
low. 


"Six bodies recovered in yesterday's 


search brought the total of known 
dead to 14 and is believed the final 
death list would reach more than a 
score. It appeared there were some 
bodies buried under the deposit of 
lime refuge that might never be re- 
covered- 


In addition to the body burns from 


which most of the more than twei;*^ 
Injured are suffering as a result "01 
lime in the flood waters, a number 
have received injury to the eyes that 
threatens blindness in severa.; cases. 


The emergency hospital for the in- 


jured, set up over a drug store, con- 
tinued to be besieged today by anx- 
ious relatives and friends of the vic- 
tims.

Where grade crossings exist tlerc should be traffic gates, and 


where the grade crossings are in lat~pe communities and across much- 
traveled highways they should giv-e way to grade separation. The 
traffic gate guarantees,,,more or less, the safety of road vehicles, but 
it also robs all the users of the highways of valuable time. 


Reluctance of railroads to ineuzr a necessary expense is the chief 


reason for delay in the work of grxade separation. When the rail- 
road, was the chief or the only means of communication, it was con- 
ceded privileges which very often were given only at the expense of 
the community's comfort. The day has come when there are other 
forms of travel, at least of equal importance, and the right of way 
belongs to all the people, whether ^afoot or awheel. 


It is idle to argue that, until grade separation is effected, the 


railroad traffic should be subordinate to this popular right-of-way, 
for the railroad traffic bears the li-v-ing and livelihood and food sup- 
ply of the population to a large extent. It is proper to argue that it 
should cany its burdens without dislocating other equally busy and 
important traffic. All this amounts to is a formal recognition of a 
fact—that there are several means of transportation, co-equal in 
their claims for an uninterrupted right-of-way. 


It may seem a large hope at tfais time, but it is nonetheless true 


that the day is coming when, except in peculiar circumstances, the 
grade crossing will not be permitted anywhere in this country. It has 
no right to existence; it was a concession in times of thin population 
end sudden community effort. It lias to go. 


CAN YOU BEAT IT? 


The Worthless Circular 


There is one class of mail msutter on which the rate might be 


raised without any corresponding fcad result. The immense number 
of circulars now sent through the p-ostoffice for one cent each, where- 
as a letter of similar weight would, require a two-cent stamp, repre- 
sents so much wasted effort, almost. Hardly anybody is influenced 
by circulars. Comparatively few e^ven read them. A one-cent stamp 
on a communication intended to look like a letter is a signal to 'most 
minds that it is not worth bothering with. Waste baskets ar estuffed 
with unopened circulars. 


It is strange, in yiew of these toidoubted facts, that the mails are 


burdened with so many circulars. 
The situation argues an astound- 


ing ignorance of popular psychology on the part of those who seek in 
this way to make their announcements to a selected public- The un- 
sealed circular with a one-cent stamp on it represents one of our 
great national wastes. It would tielp swell the postal revenues to 
abolish the one-cent rate for circulars and it would be a real kind- 
ness to those who are now throwing away their good money on these 
—•
